Like at! em bassies and lega­ 
tions, the Russians maintain a 
press officer 
whose nominal 
duty is to assist

Finding Cause Is First Step 
In Treatment of Apoplexy

APOPLEXY or stroke results 
from three different causes. Thus, 
its treatm ent in any given case 
will depend on w hich of these 
conditions is responsible. 
In other words, before a doctor 
can decide w hat to do for such a 
p atient, he m ust first determ ine 
w hether the stroke is due to em ­ 
b olism , th r o m b o sis, or h e m o r ­ 
rhage into the brain. 
P atient Suffers 
In the case of em bolism , the 
patient suffers loss of conscious­ 
ness and other signs of stroke 
w h en

However, the blocking of 
the nervous supply to the blood 
vessels of the brain should not be 
carried out in these cases. 
In all cases of apoplectic stroke, 
the giving of a sugar solution, 
such as glucose, by injection into 
a vein, as well as a drug known as 
am inophylline, may help to les­ 
sen the am ount of fluid in the 
brain. 
W ith the prom pt use of these 
m easures in apoplexy, not only 
m ay m any lives be saved, but 
m uch perm anent dam age m ay be 
prevented.

In Treatment of Apoplexy

APOPLEXY or stroke results 
from three different causes. Thus, 
Its treatm en t In any given case 
will depend on which of these 
conditions is responsible. 
In other words, before a doctor 
can decide w hat to do for such a 
patient,, he m ust first determ ine 
w hether the stroke is due to em ­ 
bolism , th ro m b o sis, or h e m o r­ 
rhage into the brain. 
Patient Suffers 
In the case of embolism, the 
patient suffers loss of conscious­ 
ness and other signs of stroke 
w hen a blood clo t, c a rrie d 
through the blood stream from 
some other location, lodges In one
